World Peace 
Is Subject of 
Binder's Talk 



Mr. Harry Binder, City Organi- 
zer of the LPP, addressed a pub- 
lie meeting yesterday iii the Mc- 
Gill Union. He spoke on the topic 
"World Pease and the Veto Pow- 
er". 

Mr. Binder stated that the aboli- 
tion of the' veto power will create 
the posslbllily for the outbreak of 
anotlier world war. Only the main- 
tenance of the veto will, safeguard 
the peace for many generations, 
for the veto is based on the valid 
assumption that only five powers 
can make war on a large scale to- 
day. > 

Those who now lead the cam- 
paign to abolish the veto, demand 
that all nations be given equal 
rights. This Is based on the as- 
sumption that all nations arc equal 
and independent, he ' said. Mr. 
Binder stated that on the, basis, nf 
industrlol potential and population 
Cuba, for instance, cannot be con 
sidercd the equal of . the U.S.A. 
Neither can India.

Mr. Hackett Addresses Campus 
Club on Candian Party System 



"The tendency, of the Liberal 
Parly to concentrate power' in the 
hands of the federal administration 
is a pernicious and unholy policy 
which If continued will lead to ihc 
collapse of our present democratic 
method of ..government," "declared 
John T. Hackett, K.C;, M.P., at a 
meeting of the McGIll Progiessivc 
Conservative Club iji the Union 
Ballroom Tuesday .aftfernoon. 

"You cannot have our 'form ol 
government without parties, , for 
they form'the bedrock on whlchi 
that system Is based. If the govern- 
ment should gain control of all-the 
factors of production, it might be-t 
come almost criminal to oppose the 
party In power," Mr. Hackett (old 
the assembled body of students. 

Radio, next to the press, the 
greatest agency for controlling 
men, for arousing passions and for 
transmliting news has become a 
government monopoly and open to 
influence by the party in power, 
he continued. Mr. Hackett cited the 
case of the Bloc Populaire— his 
direst opponents— who had been 
denied- time^|On^c radio during 
the pleblsqw^^algn of 1042, be- 
cause they were hostile to the Lib- 



éral gover nm e nt àt a nd . that this 
should 8erve"*?5«*Sif5'ixample of 
what the future might hold 'unless 
these policies are strongly 'opposed. 
'.The difference between the two 
major parties of Canada, the Lib- 
eral Party and. the Progressive 
Conservative Parly— had 'changed 
over the ydars, sïatë'd MK Hackett 
and the main points' of difference 
Vîday were whether the provincial 
governments shall remain as active 
and independent governing bodies 
or be reduced to mere insignifi- 
cance; that there must be a reduc- 
tion in size of the legion of civil 
servants i and a return to the Indi- 
vidiial of his rights to freedom and 
civir liberty. 

; "The average student Is more in- 
terested In opportunity than' in 
mere security and efforU .must be 
made to reduce the emigration of 
youthful Canadians' to the United 
States," stated Mr. 'Hackett. "11 is 
the duty of young mén and women 
at college to choose a" political 
party and to give It their allegiance 
in order to determine future gov- 
ernments,", asserted Mr. Hackett as 
he concluded, an* analysis of how 
the Canadian party system oper- 
ates. • . • . 



Professor Kenneth £. Boulding, 
head of the Department of Eco- 
notnlcs, stated last night in his ad- 
dress: toTthc'opening' meeting of the 
McGill Political Economy, Club his 
conviction that a studéht's life 
work would be devoted most prof- 
itably to an intense critique of 
ends. 

He continued that without this 
re-examination of our fundamen- 
tal way of thlnkihjgfithe. world is 
almost Inevitably ' headiid towards 
an Atomic War of self-destruction. 
His address was delivered before 
the largest audience yet to attend 
a meeting of the Political Economy 
Club and provoked considerable 
discussion at the close of the meet- 
ing. ■ ■'■ " ' 

Professor Boulding opened his 
speech -with personal anecdotes 
and then launched into his main 
thesis. There was a note of pessi- 
mism contained In -his analysis ôf 
the position which our present so- 
ciety finds itself in today. In a 
more humorous vein the head of 
the Department of Economics' car- 
ried this point to the extent of rec- 
omrhending mass migration to 
monasteries.

The inauguration of AIcGill's 
radiation laboratory'and cyclo- 
tron, the first in Canada, will 
follow a Special Convocation to 
be held this afternoon at 3 b'- 
t-Iock' in I^ioysc Hall, 

Ûonorary degrees of Doctor 
of Science will be conferred up- 
on Professor Niels Bohr of the 
University of Copeniiagcn whose 
theory of fission was largely re- 
sponsible for ushering in the 
atomic age, Professor Ernest 0. 
Lawrence, Nobel Prize winner 
in 1939 and cyclotron director 
at the University of California, 
arid Sir John Anderson, Chair- 
man of the Âtomic.Encrgy Com- 
mission of- Groat Britain. Pro- 
fessor Bohr will be the Convoca- 
tion Speaker and Professor Law- 
rence and Sir 'John Anderson 
will give brief addresses. 

SPEAKS TO EINSTEIN 
Professor Bohr Is widely credited 
with being the man who made the 
first atom-bomb possible. He arriv- 
ed in the United States in January, 
1939, to discuss problems with Ein- 
stein and to spend some months at 
Princeton University.' It happened 
that Just before he left Copenhagen 
two ot his colleagues there, who 
were refugees from Nazi Germany, 
told him of their guess as to what 
causccf the nucleus to split. When 
he arrived in the U. S., Profesisor 
Bohr communicated these ideas .to 
one of his former students. Wheeler 
at Princeton. 

The news spread .by word of 
mouth to physicists at Columbia 
University, and soon positive ex- 
perimental confirmation was ob- 
tained from Columbia, Carnegie In- 
stitution of Washington, Johns Hop- 
kins and California Universities. 
As it' turned but, 'similar results 
had also been obtained in Professor 
Bohr's own laboratory in Copen- 
hagen about January 15th, and a 
French scientist, Joliot, had also 
made public his work. Four, years 
later Professor Bohr^ escaped from 
Nazi-occupied Dénmark In a small 
boat, and came, to thé United States

McGill Moves Forward 

Tito special convocation whicli is to lake 
place this afternoon marks anotlicr instance 
wlicrc McGill is taking the lend in the field of 
."•cienlific research. The inauguration of the first 
cj'clotron ever to he hiiilt in Cannda i)laccs this 
step forward in a special eatcgorj-, for it serve; 
to add Canada ami in particular, this Univer- 
sity to tlic list of counlrics and institutions play- 
ing so important a role in mankind's struggle for 
control of atomic power. 

It is truly fitting that such nn advance 
should be made here, for it was on this campus 
that the late great physicist, Lord Rutherford, 
undertook ftindaraental researches which were 
later to result in the explanation of radioactive 
elements — a basic precursor to tlio study of 
the science of nuclear physics. That McGill has 
not rested on her laurels but is continuing to 
set the pace in the Canadian efforts on atomic 
research speaks well for the University and for 
the staff. It is apparent that the knowledge 
thus far ascertained in the field of nuclear 
fission and its practical applications is minimal 
compared to the vast resources yet untapped. 
We have seen only too clearly the awful devas- 
tation which is the result of man's misuse of 
atomia power. Now, with the aid of the new 
' cyclotron and other such tools, McGill can jilay 
some part in the development and application 
of radioactivity for the good of mankind. 

It is also fitting that sonic of the men who 
have dono so much to enhance our knowledge 
of the atom and nuclear fission should be hon- 
,orcd today at the convocatin marking the in- 
auguration of the cyclotron. Perhaps, it may' 
be better to say tliat it is we wiio arc honored 
by the presence of such distinguished scientists 
as Professor ï^jçls Bohr and Professor Ernest 
Law^renee. . , 

The very name of Professor Bohr brings to 
mind tlic science of atomic physics. Tiiis great 
Danish teaciier ancl researcher, wliosc theory of 
fission was in large measure responsible for the' 
ushering in of the atomic, age, eluded the Nazis 
and escaped to tlio United States, where he 
pla3^gd^)rcty importanti^rolc along with Dr. 
Lawrence in the Manhattan Project, which 
resulted ultimately in the Atom Bomb. 

In Dr. Lawrence, director of the University 
of California's Radiation Laboratory, vwoïhotc 
not only a man of theory but one who has done 
much to turn liis research towards practical 
applications. We may wejl number among our 
list of distinguished graduates, including so 
many from McGill's famed Medical school, a 
man who has turned his Jcnowledge of physics 
towards applications in biology and medicine, 
^ith such happy results. ' . 

^ The importance of the interaction between 
science and statcmanship is well represented by 
the third recipient of an honorary degree at 
today's Convocation — Sir John Anderson, 
Cliairman of llic .•\ton)ic Energy Commission 
of Great Britain and brilliant leader in the 
realm of British governmental service. The con- 
ferring of degrees on three such men brings to 
the fore the problems which arc so important 
today — that of harnessing the tremendous 
power contained within the atom, and of con- 
trolling it for the benefit of humanity. :McGill
